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IV REPORT OP THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 

The number of cases decided at this term (October term, 1887) in 
which the United States were concerned was 65, of which 31 were de- 
cided in favor of and 32 against the United States, and in two criminal 
cases questions certified were answered. Of those in which the United 
States appealed 23 were afiSrmed, 11 reversed, and 3 dismissed. Twenty- 
six of the cases were appeals from the Court of Claims, in 18 of which 
the judgment was affirmed, in 7 reversed, and one case was dismissed. 

Besides the cases in which the United States were* concerned that 
were decided, there were three others that were dismissed by the court, 
and of these two were dismissed at the instance of the United States 
and one at the instance of the other side. 

Thus the total number of cases disposed of at the October term, 1887, 
in which the United States were interested was 68. 

The above does not include six cases on the appellate docket from the 
Court of Claims in which the District of Columbia was a party. 

BUSINESS OF THE COURT OF CLAIMS. 

Since the last report 582 suits, claiming upward of $2,500,000, have 
been brought under the ordinary jurisdiction of the court. 

The total number of such cases now pending is 1,120, claiming up- 
ward of $20,000,000. 

Under the act of March 3, 1883, known as the '' Bowman act," there 
hare been transmitted to the court to date 6,597 cases. The amount 
claimed can not be stated, but involves a very large sum. 

During the last term 278 cases, claiming about ^2,704,824.75, were 
acted on by the court and reported to Congress. Of this number 144 
cases, claiming $1,625,233.44, were dismissed. 

In 134 cases, claiming $1,079,591.31, findings favorable to claimants 
were filed by the court, so far as is shown by thefindings, for $237,930.13. 

There are now pending 6,062 cases, involving, so far as can be ascer- 
tained from the petitions and other papers received, upward of 
$250,000,000. 

Under the same act there have been transmitted by heads of Depart- 
ments, to date, 35 cases. 

Five of these cases were acted on by the court during the term and 
findings certified to the Department transmitting the claim. 

There are now pending 10 cases in which the court is asked to pass 
upon certain disputed questions, the determination of which will settle 
the claims, involving large amounts. 

FRENCH SPOLIATIONS. 

The petitions filed in French spoliation cases number 5,569, repre- 
senting 2,386 vessels and about $30,000,000. 

There have been reported to Congress by the Court of Claims find- 
ings favorable to claimants in 106 cases, amounting to $741,606.63.' 
The court has also reported in 17 cases adversely to claimants; the 
uount involved in these 17 cases being $127,046.55. 
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The court has also decided a small number of other cases adversely 
^.o claimants, but has not reported its conclusions to Congress for the

Ill all these cases the petitions have been referred to the several De- 
partments before whom the matters would ordinarily be brought for 
examination, with a request that this Department be advised, for the 
instruction of the defending district attorneys, of any matters of coun- 
ter claim, set-off, or defense within the knowledge of the officers of those 
Departments. Such replies as have been received to these requests have 
been furnished to the several district attorneys. Such requests for ad- 
vice in the preparation of defenses as have been received from district 
attorneys have been or will be promptly complied witln Some of these 
cases have been heard since my last report, and where I have deemed 
it necessary appeals have been directed to be taken to the Supreme 
Court. None of these has yet been determined. 

EXHIBITS ACCOMPANYINa THIS REPORT. 

Exhibit A is a statement of the civil suits to which the United States 
was a party, terminated in the circuit and district courts of the United 
States during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1888, and of such suits 
pending in said courts July 1, 18SS, as reported by the district attorneys. 

During the last fiscal year 2,170 civil suits were terminated. In 952 
of these judgments were for the United States 5 in 239 against the 
United States ', and 829 were either noUe-prosequied, dismissed, or dis- 
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continued 5 59 were appealed from the district to the circuit court, and 
91 from the circuit to the Supreme Court. Many of the civil suits re- 
ported nolle- prosequied, dismissed, or discontinued were settled by au- 
thority of the Treasury Department, and discontinued under its direc- 
tion. There were pending July 1, 1888, 3,051 civil suits to which the 
United States was a party. 

Exhibit B is a statement of the criminal prosecutions terminated in 
the circuit and district courts of the United States during the last fiscal 
year and of such prosecutions pending July 1, 1888. 

There were terminated during the last year 14,599 criminal prosecu- 
tions ; 215 of these were prosecutions under the customs laws, in which 
there were 126 convictions and 25 acquittals, and 64 were entered nol. 
pros., discontinued, or quashed; 6,097 under the internal-revenue laws, 
in which there were 3,721 convictions, 1,002 acquittals, and 1,374 were 
entered nol. pros., discontinued, or quashed; 693 under post-ofiBce laws 
in which there were 452 convictions, 95 acquittals, and 146 entered nol. 
pros., discontinued, or quashed ; 131 under election laws, in which there 
were 25 convictions, 15 acquittals, and 91 entered nol. pros., discontinued, 
or quashed; 59 under the civil-rights acts, in which there were 14 convic- 
tions, 8 acquittals, and 37 entered nol. pros., discontinued, or quashed ; 
377 under intercourse acts, in which there were 307 convictions, 24 ac- 
quittals, and 46 entered nol. pros., discontinued, or quashed ;,211 under 
the pension laws, in which there were 86 convictions, 44 acquittals, and 
81 entered nol. pros., discontinued, or quashed ; 46 for embezzlement, 
in which there were 14 convictions, 6 acquittals, and 26 entered nol. 
pros., discontinued, or quashed; 1 under the naturalization laws, entered 
nol. pros., discontinued, or quashed ; 6,769 miscellaneous prosecutions, 
in which there were 4,482 convictions, 1,216 acquittals, 1,071 entered 
nol. pros., discontinued, or quashed. 

In many of the prosecutions under the internal-revenue laws entered 
nol. pros., discontinued, or quashed, a compromise and settlement were 
made in the Internal Eevenue Bureau of the Treasury Department. 

There were pending July 1, 1888, 7,223 criminal prosecutions, viz : 128 
for violation of customs laws, 2,945 for violation of internal-revenue 
laws, 508 for violation of post-office laws, 54 for violation of election 
laws, 1 under naturalization laws, 77 under the intercourse laws, 181 
under pension laws, 15 under civil-rights acts, 15 for counterfeiting, 
56 for embezzlement, and 3,243 miscellaneous prosecutions. 

Exhibit shows the amount arising and realized from civil suits to 
which the United Statejs was a party, and from criminal prosecutions in 
the circuit and district courts of the United States during the last fiscal 
year. 

The aggregate amount of judgments rendered in favor of the United 
States in civil suits during the last year was $552,021.08, and the 
amount actually collected on these judgments was $132,934.71, while 
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$23,253.80 was obtained during the year on judgments rendered in 
former years for the United States, and $78,113.43 was otherwise real- 
ized in civil suits. 

The aggregate amount of fines, forfeitures, and penalties imposed 
during the year in criminal prosecutions was $541,808.43, and the 
amount of these fines, forfeitures, and peiralties collected during the 
year was $109,648.42, while $12,814.67 was realized on fines, forfeitures, 
and penalties imposed in former years. 

Exhibit D is a statement of civil suits, to which the United States 
was not a party, commenced and terminated in the circuit and district 
courts of the United States during the last fiscal year, and of such 
suits pending July 1, 1888, 9,329 were commenced during the year, of 
which 1,805 were cases in admiralty and 7,524 were other miscellaneous 
suits. 

Judgments for plaintiffs in these cases were as follows : 659 in ad- 
miralty, amounting to $780,938.99 ; 2,509 in other suits, amounting to 
$81,144,661.73. 

Judgments for defendants were 115 in admiralty, amounting to 
$12,046.67, and 879 in other suits, amounting to $184,563.72; 709 in 
admiralty were either dismissed or discontinued, as were also 3,458 
other suits ; 34,922 civil suits, to which the United States was not a 
party, were pending in the circuit and district courts of the United 
States July *1, 1888, viz : 4,966 in admiralty and 29,956 other miscellane- 
ous suits.

UNITED STATES PRISONERS. 

As heretofore, the usual examinations of penitentiaries in which United 
States prisoners are confined have been made during the past year. 
Every attention has been given by the Department's agents to the care 
and treatment of Government prisoner*. The various penitentiaries 
referred to have been found to be in good condition, and the convicts 
humanely treated and well cared for. 

The suggestions contained in my last report (page 10) on this subject 
I again repeat, and urgently recommend their adoption. 

Owing to the abolishment of the contract system by legislative enactment in 
several States, and tbe passage of a recent act by Congress forbidding tbe employ- 
ment or hiring out of United States prisoners on contract, new arrangements have 
bad to be made with several penitentiaries. In fact, in a few instances, a different 
assignment has been required, for tbe reason tbat penitentiaries which heretofore 
could receive prisoners from outside of their own State are now forbidden to do so. 
In making these assignments the Department has, as far as possible, endeavored to 
confine Government prisoners in an institution situated in the State in which they 
were convicted. Owing to the fact tbat a number of the States do not have suitable 
prisons, or the system of confining criminals is not humane, this can not always be 
done. 

The various examinations that have been made, and the recent laws that have 
been enacted with respect to the labor of prisoners, prove more conclusively than 
ever the absolute need of a 

GOVERNMENT PENITENTIARY AND REFORMATORY. 

As urged in my previous reports to Congress, there should be, in my opinion, pro- 
visions at once made looking to tbe erection of at least one United States penitentiary, 
and, if possible, a reformatory. The objection in the minds of many that the cost 
of conducting such an institution would be so much greater than the existing arrange- 
ment is being almost overcome by tbe fact that the favorable contracts which tbe 
Department has heretofore been able to enter into can no longer be made. This 
arises from the fact that laws passed recently by several of the States and by Con- 
gress, which have been referred to above, prevent the employment of prisoners on 
contract labor. This necessitates a resort to experiments in other systems, as pro- 
vision must necessarily be made for the working of convicts, if discipline is to be 
maintained and the prisoners' health and comfort considered. 
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la the institutions wbere the larger majority of United States prisoners have here- 
tofore been confined the Government has been at a slight expense or none at all for 
the keeping of its convicts, but recently the Department has been advised by these 
penitentiaries that, in view of the laws of their own State and the act of Congress, 
they are unable to receive United States prisoners upon the same favorable terms as 
heretofore ; and the Department, recognizing this inability on their part, has entered 
into new contracts at prices ranging from 25 to 35 cents per day for each prisoner ; 
so that at the present time, in almost every instance, each prisoner convicted in the 
United States courts throughout the country costs the Government a per diem com- 
pensation for his subsistence and care while serving out his sentence. Apart from 
this, the difficulty of obtaining suitable penitentiaries for the confinement of pris- 
oners convicted in States where no proper prisons exist, or where the system of im- 
prisonment is such that the Department could not permit Government convicts to 
come nnder its provisions, is a serious item for consideration in connection with this 
subject. The number of institutions that will receive prisoners from outside the State 
in which they are located is limited, and there is every reason to believe that there 
will be fewer in the coming years. The Government will then have to meet the 
question directly, and provide at once some proper place for the confinement of its 
criminals or pay exorbitant rates and confine the convicts in institutions which are 
entirely unsuited for their incarceration. 

The cost of conducting a Government penitentiary will not, in my opinion, be 
greater eventually than the cost of subsisting the prisoners in the various peniten- 
tiaries throughout the country will be. There are at all times from 1,000 to 1,500 
prisoners serving sentences. If two penitentiaries were built, so located geograph- 
ically that they would be easy of access to the different parts of the country, the diffi- 
culties now lying in the way of being able to properly care for Government convicts 
would be obviated, and the United States would not be compelled to rely on the 
various State institutions for the keeping of its own criminals. 

Again, if an institution such as referred to should be erected the Government 
would have direct and absolute control of all its convicts. At present the control is 
in an indirect way, although it is proper to state that all the officers of institutions 
where Government prisoners are confined readily accede to the wishes of the Gov- 
ernment in adopting any plans or accepting any suggestions looking to the comfort 
of United States prisoners. 

A large number of prisoners convicted in United States courts are those who have 
committed but a single offense, and who have but commenced a career of crime. If 
they could be prevented from associating with hardened criminals, and not confined 
in an institution which in every way suggests a criminal life, many, perhaps, could 
be reformed. Besides, many are young men who have held positions of trust and 
responsibility, and who, through temptation, have committed some crime against the 
laws of the country. These, and the class referred to above, should not be confined 
in a prison, but the Government should provide a suitable reformatory where proper 
influences could be thrown around them and their reformation effected, as is done 
now in several States. 

The bill which was presented to Congress for the appointment of a commission to 
inquire into the advisability of building Government penitentiaries and a reforma- 
tory was adversely acted upon. Nevertheless, I believe this subject is of such im- 
portance that favorable action on it should be taken at once. 

In addition to all this, it would seem that the United States should have model 
prisons and reformatories of its own in which to confine its criminals, and provisions 
could be made for the employment of the inmates at some suitable industries on a 
system of labor which would not violate the recent act of Congress, nor be incon- 
sistent with the laws passed by the several States and the prevailing opinions rela- 
tive to the subject of contract labor. 
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STATISTICS. 

Duriug the year eudiug June 30, 1888, there were received in the 
different penitentiaries, reformatories, etc., throughout the United 
States 1,125 prisoners. The total number in custody during the year 
was 2,352. There were discharged during the year 1,058, and on the 
30th day of June, 1888, there were still in confinement 1,294. Of the 
1,058 discharged there were 945 by expiration of sentences, 37 died, 09 
were pardoned, 4 released by writ of habeas corpus, ami 3 transferred 
to the insane asylum. Of the 1,125 prisoners received during the year 
78 were committed for violation of the revenue laws, 139 for counter- 
feiting, 114 for violation of the postal laws, and 794 for other offenses ; 
734 were born in the United States and 391 were foreign-born; 1,104 were 
males and 21 were females; 757 claimed to be temperate and 368 ad- 
mitted themselves to be intemperate ; there were 843 whites, 167 blacks, 
35 Indians, and 80 Chinese ; 852 could read and write, 33 could read 
only, 240 could neither read nor write ; 592 were married and 533 were 
single; 1,011 were in prison for the first time and 114 had heretofore 
served sentence; lOG were under 20 years of age when admitted, 389 
between 20 and 30, 28G between 30 and 40, 154 between 40 and 50, and 
190 over 50 years of age. Of the 1,294 prisoners in confinement on the 
30th day of June, 1888, 230 were idle, 13 disabled or sick, 222 were 
Workington contract," 51 "on piece price,'' 459 "on State account," 
and 319 on prison duties. 

Attached to my report (Exhibit L) is a detailed statement giving the 
names of the penitentiaries used by the Government during the past 
year, their location, the name of the warden, districts from which 
United States i)rispners have been received during the past year, and 
detailed statistics of each institution, such as are referred to in the 
above general summary. 

The total number of prisoners in the county jails throughout the 
United States during the year was 9,836, and the number in confinement 
on the 30th day of June, 1888, was 621. 

Exhibit M, attached to this report, is a detailed statement, as near 
correct as is possible to obtain, showing the jails which have been used 
during the past year, the location of the same, and detailed statistics 
with regard to each institution. 

JAIL, DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

It is to be regretted that the entire management of this institution 
is not placed directly under some one authority. As the Attorney- 
General is required by law to pass upon all the accounts of the jail, he 
should, if this requirement be continued, have entire control of the 
institution. 

Some provision should at once be made by Congress for the erection 
of an additional wing at the jail or a separate building for the cou- 
"^newoiii solely of fenuile 2)risoners. As at present arranged, this class 
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of convicts is confined in the front portion of the jail, which up to the 
present has been entirely unfit for their reception. JS^eeded improve- 
ments liave been made which tend greatly to their comfort. It is, how- 
ever, only a temporary relief, and the absolute need of an additional 
wing or building for the female prisoners will surely, on investigation, 
commend itself to Congress. The grounds about the j-iil at present 
are open to the public, and it is with difficulty that communication 
Trom the outside with the inmates is prevented. There is a large tract 
of land surrounding the jail, which could be made available for many 
purposes if a wall should be erected around the inclosure. It could be 
utilized for a garden, which would go far towards supplying the jail 
with vegetables, and at the same time afford an opportunity for the 
prisoners once in a while to obtain exercise in the open air. To persons 
confined for any length of time this is almost a necessity. I therefore 
earnestly recommend to Congress that an appropriation be made for 
the building of a suitable wall around the entire jail inclosure. 

In this connection the removal of the small-pox hospital, which is 
situated on the jail grounds, is suggested. On at least one occasion • 
the disease has been communicated to the inmates of the jail by the 
proximity of the pest-house. Apart from this fact, the land will be 
needed and should be included within the jail inclosure. 

The salary of the warden is inadequate for the responsibilities and 
duties required. I believe that the compensation of the warden of the 
jail in this District should be increased from $1,800 to $2,500 per annum, 
and I so recommend. 

In connection with the above your attention is invited to the report 
of the warden, marked Exhibit O. 

REPORT OF THE SOLICITOR OF THE TREASURY. 

I submit the report of the Solicitor of the Treasury as an exhibit 
hereto (Exhibit I). 

GRAND AND TRIAL JURIES IN THE TERRITORIES. 

1 again call the attention of Congress to the method of summoning 
grand and trial juries in the Territorial district courts in cases where 
the United States is a party. I submitted a letter upon this subject 
from Judge Barnes, of the supreme court of the Territory of Arizona, 
with my annual report for 1886 (page 262). I consider the matter im- 
portant and deserving consideration, and urged it in my last annual re- 
uort also (page xiv). 

RECORDS OF UNITED STATES COURTS. 

I wish to call attention to the following language in my last annual 
report (page xiv) : 

The necessity for legislatioa supplementary to sections 889 and 904 Revised Stat- 
utes, and to the act of January 31, 1879 (20 Statutes at L.vi^^'^.^'^.vyi.^'^'^ ^\^5s.^£V^^ 
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sections 2 and 3, respecting the restoration of court records, to which I called atten- 
tion in my last annual report, still exists. The condition of the records of several 
United States courts makes it as difficult to know what the records are, aa in some 
instances it would be to restore a lost or destroyed record by substitution. The ex- 
isting law relative to records of courts makes the expense of restoration payable out 
of the judiciary fund, at the discretion of the Attorney-General. The portion of the 
judiciary fund available for such an expense is classed as ^' miscellaneous expenses of 
United States courts," and is largely drawn upon for a great variety of miscellaneous 
expenses, and so largely, that the appropriations are not adequate to incur the addi« 
tional expense which will be found necessary to place the records referred to in 
proper order. 

I again suggest that Congress make an appropriation specifically 
for this purpose, available as long as the Attorney-General shall find 
the necessity for such an expense to exist. 

CHANGES IN THE JUDICIAL SYSTEM OF THE UNITED STATES. 

In my annual report for 1886, 1 said (page 18) : 

It is impossible to overestimate the necessity that exists for a change in the judi- 
cial system to meet the demands of the constantly increasing business of the country ; 
and I would simply call attention in this connection to my suggestions in the last re- 
port, pages 36-43, and respectfully urge some change be made that will remedy the 
evils complained of on all sides, whether that change be in accordance with my views 
or not. 

And in ray annual report for 1887 (page XV), I said : 

I do not kuow that I can express in any stronger language than I have quoted the 
necessity that does exist for a change in the judicial system and my opinion that Con- 
gress should at once take action in the matter. I may add, however, as showing the 
general sentiment throughout the country, that almost every mall received at the De- 
partment brings me one or more letters about this matter from people of such legal 
or other standing as entitles them to a hearing. No question of public importance 
is so strongly and incessantly pressed upon me by people of nearly all classes and 
callings as this. 

*I respectfully urge that something be done at the present session. 
Further delay in this work will be greatly prejudicial to public inter- 
ests. 

DEPARTMENT BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS. 

I again suggest that as the grounds adjoining the Department of 
Justice are a part of the original purchase they should be placed, to- 
gether with the building itself, under the exclusive control of the At- 
torney-General, and thus avoid a divided jurisdiction of the whole 
property dedicated by law for the use of the Department of Justice. 

NEW BUILDING FOR THE DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, SUPREME COURT, 
AND OTHER COURTS AND COMMISSIONS OF THE UNITED STATES. 

In my report for 1885 1 suggested the propriety of erecting ''a proper 
building for the accommodation, in addition to the Department of Jus- 
tice, of the Supreme Court, and other proper courts and commissions 
of the United States,'^ and said ; 

'ftcessity for quarters for the Supreme Court of the United States, other than 
r occupied, is apparent; the present court room is manifestly too small, and 
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its location not sufficiently apart from the publicity and bustle attending the sessions 
of Congress. Accommodations should be provided for the court not only commensu- 
rate with its high position and dignity, but as well the character and volume of its 
work, the increasing growth of the bar, and the number of interested parties to causes 
and other spectators. 

The site already belongs to the Government, is of sufficient size, and convenient to 
most of the Executive Departments and to the Executive Mansion. 

Courts and commissions, having the dignity of, and acting in reality as courts of 
the United States, are created from time to time as necessity calls for them. It seems 
fitting that these should be located in a proper Government building with the De- 
partment of Justice and the Supreme Court, all convenient to each other and under 
one roof, and not, as no w and heretofore, in rooms hired from private persons at con- 
siderable outlay for rent and other expenses. 

This suggestion I renewed in my reports for 1886 and 1887 (page xv). 
I now repeat it and urge the appropriation of a sufficient sum to erect 
upon the ground now occupied by the present building of the Depart- 
ment of Justice and upon the lot adjoining it a building such as I have 
mentioned above. That now occupied by the Department is neither 
large enough nor of suitable construction and arrangement for its proper 
accommodation. The reasons for this suggestion which I gave before 
exist now and gain strength with every year that passes. While the 
court room proper of the Supreme Court is wanting in convenience for 
the judges, officers of the court, and members of the bar, as already 
noticed, the clerk's office in its arrangements and accommodations is 
much worse. 

PORTRAITS OP THE JUDGES OP THE SUPREME COURT. 

I beg leave to repeat my recommendation of last year on this subject. 
(Rep. 1887, page xvi.) 

Portraits of the Presidents of the United States have been procured and placed in 
the Executive Mansion, and portraits of the diflferent heads of the Departments have 
been placed in these Departments, at the public expense.. It has occurred to me, to 
complete the list of our galleries of men who have been conspicuous in the public 
service, it would be^ proper for Congress to provide for furnishing the portraits of the 
judges of the Supreme Court to adorn the chamber of that court. A more interesting 
and instructive collection of pictures than that of men whothave been members of 
that high tribunal, and' exerted the influence upon the country and its institutions 
they have, can not be made, and the means necessary to do this would be a trifle com- 
pared with the value of such a collection. 

DEPARTMENT LIBRARY. 

The annual appropriation for law and miscellaneous books for the 
library of this Department should be $2,000. It is impossible to supply 
deficiencies in treatises on various points of jurisprudence and to pur 
chase numerous necessary law reports and works of reference required 
each year with less than that amount. The report of the librarian (Ex 
hibit K) shows briefly and clearly the needs of the library and its pres 
ent condition. 
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THE PERPETUAL EMIGRATINa FUND COMPANY AND THE CHURCH 

OF JESUS CHRIST OF LATTER-DAY SAINTS. 

Since my last report, the suits therein mentioned as having been 
brought under the provisions of the act of March 3, 1887 (Forty-ninth 
Congress, second session, chapter 397), in relation to the Perpetual Em- 
igrating Fund Company and the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day 
Saints, have been vigorously prosecuted. On October 8, 1888, the su- 
preme court of the Territory of Utah rendered a decree in favor of the 
United States, declaring forfeited the charters and escheated the per- 
sonal property, and held the realty for forfeiture on information, to- 
gether aggregating over $800,000, which property remains in the pos- 
session, keeping, and management of the receiver, pending further legal 
action. An appeal has been taken returnable to the present term of the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 

JURISDICTION OF COMMISSIONERS OF CIRCUIT COURTS. 

I would ask special attention to the following in my last report (page 
XVIII) : 

CommissioDers of circuit courts generally issue warrants that are returnable to them- 
selves alooe, regardless of the distance and cost consequent upon the order. They 
have the right to do this; yet experience shows that the right is open to reform. The 
right to issue a warrant might be left unrestricted in all respects, leaving the com- 
missioner discretion to act upon reasonable grounds of suspicion and belief and on a 
charge made upon reasonable cause of the commission of a felony; but the commis- 
sioner before whom the warrant should be returned might be another, and perhaps 
ought to be another, if the offense is committed without the county of his residence. 

Some of the United States judges have directed commissioners to make warrants 
returnable to the commissioner nearest the place of offense. This is practicable only 
to a limited extent, as it presupposes that the officer issuing the warrant knows who 
is the commissioner living nearest to the place of offense. Error in this particular 
would lead to confusion and perhaps a greater abuse than the one sought to be reme- 
died. 

The marshal (an executive officer only) does not appear to be the proper officer to 
decide to whom he shall return the writ. The district attorney may be the right one 
to advise, and is perhaps the only one. The Department of Justice can not direct the 
commissionei; how to act, as that officer is subject to the court alone. It is therefore a 
proper subject for legislation to deyise means to remedy the abuse. 

It is suggested that a remedy may be found by limiting the territorial jurisdiction 
of these officers on the hearing for commitment. And, as much complaint has been 
made for the past several years that trivial and useless prosecutions have been orig- 
inated before these commissioners, it might be well to have legislation upon this sub- 
ject, defining more particularly their jurisdiction as well as the mode of procedure, 
especially as their jurisdiction now rests on old statutes that make these officers in 
the State where they are what committing magistrates in those States are. (Section 
1064 Revised Statutes.) I think this whole subject deserves the consideration of 
Congress. • 

OUTSTANDING CLAIMS. 

In my report for last year (page xix) I stated that there were out- 
standing claims for expenses incurred by the United States courts for 
1885 and perhaps prior years, and said : 

Some of these claims (principally held by jurors and witnesses) are in the hands of 
the Srat parlies, and others, perhaps a majority, are in the hands of third parties. Sec- 
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tioD 3477 Revised Statutes stands in the way of the settlement of the latter class, in- 
asmuch as they are not of the character that can he stated in the Treasury, so that 
upon adjustment an ascertained amount of deht can he certified to for inclusion in a 
deficiency hill for the action of Congress. This section has heen interpreted one way 
by the accoonting officers of the Treasury and partly in another way by the judiciary. 
The Government has compelled jurors and witnesses to attend court, and to be un- 
willing creditors of the Government for years, without making appropriations for 
their payment. These creditors get certificates of indebtedness that are evidences of 
debt, having a value in their hands, and which they are forbidden by no law to trans- 
fer to a third party. It may be no law can prohibit them. These parties claim they 
are not at fault, but that if there is a fault, it lies with the Government, and that the 
Government should no more take advantage of its own wrong than an individual 
and ought to be responsible for the payment of such claims until they are settled. 

This state of affairs still exists, and the Department has issued a 
circular to the marshals to secure such information as may form an 
approximate, if not certain, estimate of these expenses, for submission 
to Congress as a basis for a deficiency bill. 

PAYMENT OF SPECIAL DEPUTY MARSHALS. 

The appropriation for the current fiscal year for fees and expenses 
of marshals is $675,000, but by a special provision incorporated in the 
appropriation act only $300,000 can be advanced to the marshals. 
Numerous special deputy marshals were appointed, under the laws 
providing therefor, to serve at the recent election. To pay these will 
require a large sum, and if their pay be taken from the appropriation 
above mentioned nothing will remain for the expenses of the service of 
process, and the business of the United States courts all over the coun- 
try will be seriously impeded. I recommend that a special appropria- 
tion be made to pay these deputies. 

INCREASED EXPENSES IN THE SERVICE OP PROCESS. 

Prior to the passage of the interstate commerce bill marshals were 
frequently furnished with free transportation ^over various lines of rail- 
way whileiDin the service of process. Since that date, however, no free 
transportation is furnished, and the railways charge a mileage greater 
than the fee allowed the marshal for his travel in such service. The 
marshal can submit to the Government an account of actual expenses 
incurred, but he gets no compensation for the time consumed in the 
service. He may be compelled to serve one, two, or three days for a 
fee of $2. This is a matter deserving consideration. 

BE- ADJUSTMENT OF THE FEES OR SALARIES OF UNITED STATES MAR- 
SHALS. 

In my reports for the years 1885 (page 12), 1886, and 1887, 1 recom- 
mended a re-adjustment of the fees or salaries of United States mar- 
shals, calling attention to the fact thatmy predecessor had recommended 
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THE COMPENSATION OF THE EXAMINER OP CLAIMS IN THE DEPART- 
MENT OF STATE. 

I again recommend that the salary of the examiner of claims in the 
Department of State, whose duties, in amount and kind and in the char- 
acter of legal ability required in their execution, compare with those 
of the Assistant Attorneys-General detailed to other Departments, be 
increased to $5,000, the same as is paid to these last-named officials. 

THE COMPENSATION OF ASSISTANT ATTORNEYS IN THE DEPARTMENT 

OF JUSTICE. 

In my last report (page xxn) I stated 2 

There are in the Department of Jostioe six assistant attorneys, who receive salaries 
ranging from $2,000 to $3,000. Their work is alike in all respects and there is no good 
reason why their salaries should not be the same. Primarily their duties arQ to 
assist the Assistant Attorney-General charged with the defense of the Grovernmeut 
in suits before the Coart of Claims. Of these there are pending about 8,450 cases, 
covering an aggregate of $100,000,000, and involving a great variety of legal ques- 
tions. They are .not now, as when authorized by law, mere clerks, but, as occasion 
requires, they are called upon to represent the Government in the prosecution of 
cases of special interest in the Federal courts of the States and Territories, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and in the Supreme Court of the United States. They also assist 
in the preparation and dispatch of legal questions presented to the Department. 
These duties are important, are continuous, and require a high order of legal talent, 
such as in private practice can only be obtained where liberal fees are paid. The 
best lawyers are engaged to prosecute claims against the Government, and it should 
be able to defend itself. 

I think now, as I did then, that the salaries of these assistant at- 
torneys should be equalised aud placed at $4,000 per year. 

SALARY OP CHIEF CLBSK, DEPARTMENT OP JUSTICE. 

The chief clerk of the Department of Justice performs duties simi- 
lar in character and amount to those performed by the chief clerks of 
the other Executive Departments, and should be similarly compensated. 
I renew the recommendation made in my last report (page xxin;, that 
the salary of the chief clerk be $2,500. 

GENERAL WORK OF THE DEPARTMENT. 

In my report for last year (page xxiv), after mentioning that there 
had been no reorganization of the Department of Justice since its estab- 
lishment in 1870, 1 said : 

Of course, additional oflScers have been provided for new districts when created, 
but the appropriations for United States courts liave for years averaged very nearly 
the same amount, while the business of the Department has constantly grown, until 
it has assumed its present vast proportions, and the increase of its force has not kept 
pace with the increase of business. A great deal of this work is of a kind not to be 
expressed in statistical tables in such form as to convey an adequate idea of its im- 
portant or laborious character. Nor can the results achieved by it be shown in that 
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the same thing in his reports for the years 1882, 1883, and 1884, and 
that there had been no revision of the whole fee bill for some thirty 
years, and suggesting that the of&cers of this Department and the 
Treasury be consulted as to the working of the present bill, and as to 
any proposed amendments thereto. I renew this recommendation and 
accompanying suggestion, as I deem the matter of importance and re- 
quiring action. 

SUBSTITUTE ATTORNEYS. 

In my last report (page xx) I suggested as a matter of economy the 
consideration of the propriety of a revival of a former law which author- 
ized a substitute attorney, selected by the district attorney upon the 
approval of the Attorney-General, to discharge the duties of the dis- 
trict attorney at terms of court where the latter could not be present — 
as, for instance, in the large Territories, where two or more courts hap- 
pen to be in session at the same time, and the United States attorney 
or his representative should be present at each place — and to receive the 
same fees and compensation that the district attorney usually has for 
such service. I again present this matter for consideration. 

INTERPRETERS IN UNITED STATES COURTS. 

The appropriation for miscellaneous expenses of United States courts 
provides for the payment of interpreters, but, as the Department con- 
strues it, only for such as are employed when occasionally necessary^ 
and not for the payment of an interpreter continuously for all the terms 
of a court during the year. In some districts — New Mexico and Ari- 
zona, for instance — interpreters should be employed regularly, but this 
expense is a large draft upon the appropriation, and the Department 
asks for authority and a specific appropriation for this purpose. 

SUIT AS TO THE POTOMAC FLATS. 

There is every prospect of a speedy determination of the suit directed 
by the act of Congress approved August 6, 1886, entitled "An act to 
provide for protecting the interests of the United States in the Poto- 
mac Flats, in the District of Columbia,'' which is being diligently pros- 
ecuted. The letter from Mr. Hoge, attorney of the United States for 
the District of Columbia, dated October 17, 1888, and submitted here- 
with as Exhibit R, shows the present status of the case. 

PRINTING FOR THE DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE. 

A sufficient amount should be appropriated each fiscal year for print- 
ing for the Department of Justice, to enable its business to be carried 
on unembarrassed for want of funds. Inconvenience has been expe- 
rienced heretofore because of the insufficient appropriations for print- 
ing. 
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THE COMPENSATION OP THE EXAMINER OP CLAIMS IN THE DEPART- 
MENT OF STATE. 

I again recommend that the salary of the examiner of claims in the 
Department of State, whose duties, in amount and kind and in the char- 
acter of legal ability required in their execution, compare with those 
of the Assistant Attorneys-General detailed to other Departments, be 
increased to $5,000, the same as is paid to these last-named officials.

acta of Congress — the Bawman a^tf the French tpoliationa act, and the act giving circuit 

and district courts of the United States oonourreni jurisdiction with the Court of Claims — 

have thrown au immense amount of business upon the Department, to which the de- 

termiuatiou of the Government to protect the public domain from plunder has added 

a large and incroasiug uumber of land-frauds and timber-trespass suits. Bureaus in 

other Departments have expanded into proportions never thought of at their forma> 

tion. lu this Department only the work has grown. 

Thia ia as true as when first written. The work of the Department 
duriiiij the past year was a continuation of what has been its policy 
during the whole of the present administration — a strict and vigorous 
enforcement of the laws. For nearly four years the Department has 
li^ept this object in view, and the results of its action are very apparent, 
^ecauiie ofthe diligent prosecution of suits for the cancellation of fraud- 
wl^Mt patents and against timber trespassers and plunderers of the pub- 
lic doumin, it has come to be understood that the laws enacted for the 
iT^gut^tlon of the public lands both as to their general disposition and 
W%^w»jftMnent, and as granted to railroads and other corporations, are 
(4 bUKilng force, and are to be rigidly and impartially executed. 

VvhiV to March, 1885, ^here were six convictions in the Territories of 
Vt^ ttud Idaho, under the laws of 1862 and 1882, relating to polygamy. 
Since then nearly 600 convictions have been had under these laws and 
that of 1887, and polygamy, within the limits of the United States, is 
practically stamped out and ceases to exist. 

My last report showed that there had been transmitted to the Court 
of Claims under the act of 1883 — the Bowman act — 2,038 cases. The 
past year has swelled this number to 6,632. 

Five thousand five hundred and sixty-nine petitions, in all, have been 
filed in French spoliation cases, and 223 in cases under the act giving 
United States circuit and district courts concurrent jurisdiction with 
the Court of Claims. 

With this increased amount of work done during the last four years 
there has been no corresponding increase of force. I respectfully sub- 
mit the question of the desirability of a reorganization of the official force 
of the Department proper, to meet the needs of the increasing business.

Sir: I have the honor to transmit herewith seven tabular state- 
ments, exhibiting the amounts, character, and results of the litigation 
, under my direction for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1888, shown by 
the docket entries of this of&ce. 

These tables embrace, respectively — 

(1) Suits on transcripts of accounts of defaulting public officers, ex- 
cepting those of the Post-Ofi&ce Department, a^usted by the accounting 
officers of the Treasury Department. 

(2) Post-office suits, embracing those against officers of the Post- 
Office Department, and cases of fines, penalties, and forfeitures for vio- 
lation of postal laws. 

(3) Suits on custom-house bonds. 

(4) Suits for the recovery of fines, penalties, and forfeitures under 
the customs revenue and navigation laws. 

(5) Suits against collectors of customs and other officers or agents of 
the Government, excepting internal-revenue officers, for refund of duties, 
and acts done in line of their official duty. 

(6) Suits in which the United States is a party or is interested, not 
embraced in the other classes. 

(7) A general summary or abstract of all the other tables. 

An examination of the tables will show that the whole number of 
suits commenced within the year was 4,300, of which 16 were of class 
1, for the recovery of $53,956.56 ; 334 were of class 2, for the recovery 
of $37,065.66,- 23 were of class 3, for the recovery of $13,109.19; 167 
were of class 4, for the recovery of $65,756.15; 1,039 were of class 5, 
and 2,721 were of class 6, for the recovery of $2,600,990.92, making a 
total sued for, as reported, of $2,770,868.48. 

Of the whole number of suits brought, 1,851 were decided in favor of 
the United States, 18 were adversely decided, 351 were settled and 
dismissed, in 8 penalties were remitted by the Secretary of the Treas- 
. ury, leaving 2,072 still pending. 

Of those pending at the commencement of the year, 828 were decided 
lor the United States, 108 were decided adversely, 1,055 were settled 
and dismissed, and in 10 penalties were remitted by the Secretary of 
• the Treasury. 

The entire ftumber of suits decided or otherwise disposed of during 
the year was 4,229, the whole amount for which judgments were ob- 
tained, exclusive of decrees in rem, was $480,717.80, and the entire 
amount collected from all sources was $311,186.38. 

The number of cases in which offers of compromise were pending and 
received during the fiscal year was 146, involving the sum of ^S^^O^i^^'^j^S^J^. 
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The namber of offers accepted was 75, involving the sam of $2,544,- 
171.20 ; amount accepted $72,359.01. 

The namber of offers rejected was 39, involving the sum of $253,493.61; 
amount rejected $13,127.68. 

The number of offers pending at the close of the fiscal year was 32, 
involving the sum of $405,690.77 : amount offered in cases pending 
$16,892.56.

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A large proportion of the boys discharged from the school return to 
their homes in the city and readily find employment, and in most cases 
are doing well. 

It is for the boys without homes or friends for whom this appropria- 
tion is asked, that the school may find them for them. 

While it is a small sum, and enables the board to find homes for but 
few boys, it is money well expended.

There was received by the treasurer from the superintendent during 
* the fiscal year, $3,115.€i5, being revenue derived from the labor of the 
inmates and other sources, which, in accordance with the act approved 
February 25, 1885, has been placed in the Treasury of the United States 
to the credit of the United States and the District of Columbia in 
equal parts. 

. The report of the treasurer is herewith submitted in detail, showing 
the expenditures made by him during the last fiscal year. 

The family building and tank-house have been completed by the 
contractor in the most substantial and satisfactory manner, and in ac- 
cordance with plans submitted and approved by the Architect of the 
Capitol and building inspector of the District of Columbia. The build- 
ings were most carefully inspected during the course of their erection 
by members of the board of trustees and Mr. Thomas B. Entwistle, 
building inspector of the District of Columbia. 

The family building will accommodate about sixty boys ; giving the 
school ample room for two hundred boys, and by this building the board 
are enabled to separate the larger from the smaller boys, keeping the 
smaller boys in one building more readily under the eye of the superin- 
tendent and matron. 

The board has always felt that the discipline of the school w|^uld be 
better carried out, and to the greater advantage of the smaller boys, if 
they could be kept to themselves, and away from the larger boys. 

The contract for heating the building has been made with Messrs. 
Basshor & Stebbins, of Baltimore, Md., they being the lowest bidders, 
and it is expected that their work will be completed on or before the 
1st proximo, when the buildings can be occupied. 

The new tank-house will afford an additional supply of 30,000 gallons 
of water, which was not only necessary to the health and comfort of the 
inmates, but in case of fire can be utilized for extinguishing it. 

A cold-storage room has been fitted up in the tank-house, in which 
fruit, vegetables, meat, milk, and butter can be kept at all times and 
for any length of time. 

Under the appropriation of $1,100, contract has been made with 
George H. Conway for the erection of fire-escapes on the buildings for 
$680, which will be completed at an early date. 

The farm has produced well, consideringthe late season and the poor 
quality of the land. 

Sufficient vegetables have been raised for all the needs of the school; 
and hay, grain, and fodder have been raised in abundance to feed the 
stock. 

Some fine Holstein cattle have recently been purchased, which, it is 
hoped, 18 the nziclens of a very fine herd of these cattle. 
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It is tb^ desire of the board to make the institation, in all its branches, 
a model. 
Two new greenhouses have been erected under an appropriation 
. ijiade by Congress, for this purpose, which will add considerably to the 
revenues of the school, besides teaching a class of boys a profitable 
and pleasant calling. 
There has been no change among the employes of the school during 
. the fiscal year. 

• They have, as a rule, discharged their arduous and trying duties 
r with fidelity, and have all worked willingly and cheerfully, looking to 

* the best interests of the trusts imposed upon them, for which they de- 
serve to receive the thanks of the trustees. 

I ' It was the desire of the trustees that the chief clerk of the Depart- 
ment of Justice might be ex officio a member of the board, and a bill 
; for this purpose was presented to Congress, but failed to become a law. 
: A bill was also presented giving the trustees the right to recall any 
r boy during his minority, who has been discharged from the school, who, 
i in their opinion, was without a proper home, or for other reasons should 
J be returned to the school. 

This bill also failed to receive favorable action by Congress.

FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 

The superintendent has received from various sources, and turned the 
same over to Samuel W. Curriden, treasurer of the school, who has 
covered the same into the United States Treasury for the benefit of the 
United States and the District of Columbia jointly, as follows, viz:

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. The school has closed another fiscal year, with satisfactory results in 
all its departments. About the same average number of boys have been 
cared for, and quite as many as could be accommodated comfortably. 

A new family building, now nearly completed, will make it possible, 
however, to largely increase our population. It will also furnish op- 
portunity for a more thorough classification of the inmates by separat- 
mg the older from the younger boys. 

^ Eegular school sessions have been held during eight months of the 
year, and every boy has had the advantage of a daily attendanceyof 
from three to four hours. 

A large proportion of our boys are trained only in such studies as 
they can pursue to profit and make practical in the work they may be 
called to do after their final discharge. 

Primary arithmetic, mental and written, and the multiplication tables 
are taught, even to the youngest boys. 

Beading, writing, geography, and written arithmetic, to include 
fractions, are the usual daily studies in each school grade. 

In our " B " family there is one class in the more advanced studies, 
including history, algebra, and geometry. Crayon drawing upon the 
blackboard of maps and problems, to illustrate the lessons, is also prac- 
ticed by this class. 

In natural ability and ordinary " mother wit ^ our boys take in a very 
wide range. Some are of the highest type, bright, quick to discern, and 
of ready memory, while others are lamentably deficient in each and all 
of these gifts of nature. Considering, then, the average mental and 
physical condition of the boys when admitted to the school, their habits 
of life, and general antipathy to study of any kind, it will be seen that 
our teachers have often a very trying and diflGlcult task to perform. 
The general results, however, of the present school year must prove 
beyond question that they have been both faithful and eflGlcient in the 
discharge of their special duties. 

The new workshop extension has given us much additional room in 
that building. Our principal mechanical industry is in cane-seating 
chairs, and this has been for many years a steady source of income 
to the school. A full average amount of work has been done during 
the year. This industry has one redeeming quality, it furnishes light 
. and steady employment for most of the smaller boys. 

It can not be considered, however, or classed as skilled labor, as 
with even ordinary application boys soon become experts in all its 
branches. It serves with us to keep their hands employed, and at the 
same time assists them to form habits of industry. 

In this connection I would suggest that it would be wise and in the 
interests of good economy, to ask Congress to make a reasonable ap- 
propriation to secure the necessary tools and mechanical appliances, 
together with skilled instructors, to' the end that a number of our large 
boys might be taught some useful trade or occupation while inmates 
of the institution. 

During the summer months we find no diflGlculty in securing employ- 
. ment on the farm for our large boys. This is also very necessary and 
in every way honorable and healthful labor. 

During the past year this work has been rigorously prosecuted under 
the immediate direction of the farmer and his assistants. There has 
been grown a full average crop of such roots and vegetables as can be 
used profitably for both summer and winter supplies. Our soil is not 
naturally productive, but under continuous cultivation for yeare. «ssA. 
the application of fertilizing agents a fair \)to^oi:VAft\i ol w>x Ov^'k^^j^^ 
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ground has been prepared for growing small fraits^ a full -variety of 
table vegetables, and such roots as are found valuable for winter feed- 
ing of farm stock. 

The general health of the school has been good — above the average- 
throughout the entire year. We have no deaths nor serious accidents 
or epidemic diseases in any form to report. Every precaution has been 
taken to avoid infection from whatever source, while the sanitary con- 
dition of the buildings and grounds has been uniforn^ly maintained. 
To this end disinfectants have been freely used, under the advice and 
direction of the attending physician, Dr. Charles A. Wells, to whose 
annual report I beg to refer you for further and official information. 

Our national holidays were all faithfully observed and celelwrated in 
due form. On the Fourth of July bunting was freely displayed, and the 
usual amount of powder exploded. 

There were games of various kinds, out of which the average boy 
managed to get his share of pure enjoyment. 

Thanksgiving Day came as usual on the last Thursday in Mfovember, 
and was duly observed, but Christmas is always our favorite holiday 
at the school, and this one proved itself a worthy successorr . 

Coming as it did on Sabbath day, our chapel services were made ap- 
propriate to the occasion, including the singing of several beautiful an- 
thems by the boys. Monday came also with its release from all unnec- 
essary work, and opened with a good warm breakfast, followed by a 
box of mixed candies to each boy. 

Dinner came in due time, with a full supply of 'roast turkey, ample 
dishes of well cooked vegetables, and pickled cabbage. Open air exer- 
cises on the play grounds during the afternoon gave a fitting relish to 
the mince-pie and doughnuts furnished at the evening meal. The day 
closed with music and recitations in the several school-rooms. 

But we have still another " annual" worthy of mention, and witti us 
it fairly supplants all the others. This one is practically of our- own 
making, and is already favorably known to many good friends of the 
school as our "annual entertainment, given by the boys of the insti- 
tution." It came this year on the evening of the 26th of January, and 
brought together an unusually large and appreciative audience from 
the city and neighborhood. 

The exercises were varied, consisting of recitations, dialogues, calis- 
thenics, and juvanile operatta, all rendered In character and costumes. 
We are greatly indebted to our teacher of vocal music, Mr. William K. 
Cohen, of the city, for valued assistance in this as in all efforts of a 
similar kind. 

Many strangers who have come to the city, either on business or for 
pleasure, have paid us the compliment of a friendly visit to the school. 
Our resident neighbors of the city come more frequently, and under 
the rules are always made welcome. 

We have been greatly encouraged also in our good work by occasional 
visits from our discharged boys, many of whom have grown up into a 
worthy manhood and are now engaged in business for themselves. I 
could name a number of these boys, some of them located in the far 
Western States, all doing well and all testifying their personal gratitude 
to the school authorities for the timely restraint and necessary disci- 
pline imposed during the years they were working out the problem of 
their honorable discharge. 

Our Sabbath-day exercises have been continued regularly during the 
year, and are appointed to be held at 3 o'clock in the afternoon. These 
services are open and free to all friends, and in no sense sectarian. 



J^ 
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Our service of song, as rendered by the boys, with Mr. Cohen in 
charge of the organ, never^ fails to give additional interest to these 
hoars for religious worship. 

:^v. E. A. McGurk, president of Gonzaga College, visits the school 
one Sabbath in each month in the interest of our Catholic boys, and to 
administer the sacraments of their church. Every Sabbath evening the 
same boys are brought together to receive religious instruction from 
teachers who come from the city for that purpose. 

On several occasions we have had choice entertaiments given gratui- 
tously at the school by those interested in the comfort and welfare of 
our boys. 

One evening was given to music and *^ the concord of sweet sounds," 
another to the elocutionist's magic in his " art of putting things,'' while 
yet another was devoted to a charming voyage '^ over oceans and across 
continents," under the guiding wand of Mr. B. P. Murray, of East 
Washington, assisted by his wonder-producing stereopticon. On many 
occasions other friends have been generously sending in contributions 
in the shape of books, magazines, and other judiciously selected reading 
matter for a place in our library. To each and all our boys have given 
a cordial welcome, and I am authorized to further express their hearty 
appreciation of these kindly visitations and thoughtful contributions. 

We desire to express also our many obligations to ministers of the 
Gospel and others who have so frequently and acceptably favored us 
with their presence, and served us so faithfully by their words of coun- 
sel and encouragement in the conduct of our regular Sabbath-day serv- 
ices. 

Altogether we have had much to excite our gratitude in closing an- 
other year of active school work. Few changes have been made in our 
of&cial force, and, with rare exceptions, all have moved in harmony and 
with a steady purpose to do their work faithfully and well. 

Under the Divine blessing 1 may not even doubt the value of this 
work or the good it is destined to accomplish. 

To the board of trustees I am sincerely grateful for their aid and 
counsel and for their continued confidence.

With the exception of seven cases of typhoid fever occurring in Au- 
gust and September, we have had no extended cases of illness, and there 
has been no death for the past year. 

Perfect cleanliness is observed in every department ; disinfectants are 
regularly and persistently used, and thorough daily ventilation of the 
buildings insisted upon.

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Several Cliristiau men and women representing the Youug Men's Ohris- 
tiap Association of this city have held religious services at the jail reg- 
ularly on Sundays, and have contributed their full share towards the ref- 
ormation of prisoners and evidently accomplished a commendable work. 
By reason of their voluntary work, the cost of providing a chaplain for 
the jail has been saved to the Government. 

The daily average number of prisoners in jail during the year was 217 
and the total number li,115. Of this number, 205 were in jail at the be- 
ginning of the year and the remaining 1,910 were committed to jail 
during the year by the supreme and police courts, coroner, and United 
States commissioners of the District of Columbia, and are classified as 
follows: Three hundred and sixty-seven of them were white males; 
1,325 were colored males ; 19 were white females, and 199 were colored 
females ; 42 of them were persons of foreign birth, and 1,868 were na- 
tives of this country ; 413 of them were married, 1,497 were unmarried.

Of the number committed, as above-mentioned, 83 were convicted and 
sentenced to serve a term respectively in the Albany Ck)unty peniten- 
tiary, at Albany, K Y., 15 boys were convicted and sentenced to the 
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any purpose. We generally find mechanical genius among the prisoners 
that is equal to any work required. • 

The salaries of guards, engineers, assistant engineer, physician, clerk, 
and cook, amount to $23,698, which is less by $1,760.08 than the previous 
year. These include all salaries, except that of the warden, which has 
remained at $1,800 and is an inadequate compensation for the exacting 
and responsible services connected with that position. During the year 
the warden transported from the jail to the Albany County penitentiary 
at Albany, in the State of Kew York, eighty-three convicts, all of whom 
were males. The actual and necessary expenses attending their trans- 
portation was $1,498.25. It is worthy of remark that this is the first 
year, since 1862, that no female has been convicted of a high crime and 
sentenced to the penitentiary from this District.

The supplies were of good quality ; they were received in good con- 
dition and used judiciously. The inmates were furnished a good, whole- 
some diet in abundance, including wheat and corn bread, bacon, fresh 
and salt beef, fish, vegetables in their season, soups, tea and coffee, with 
suitable changes of these from day to day during each week. The meals 
w€ft*e well cooked, suitably prepared, and served at regular hours. Be- 
sides, delicacies for the sick were prepared and served as directed by the 
jail physiciauc Prisoners destitute of clothing were supplied with a reason- 
able amount to render them comfortable and lit to be seen. All were 
provided with good beds and comfortable quarters ; rigid sanitary meas- 
ures were practiced continually, and a remarkable degree of good health 
exii^ted among the inmates. No contagious or infectious disease pre- 
vailed, and no death occurred during the year. Reference is hereby re- 
spectfully made to the report of Alexander Mc Williams, M. D., the jail 
physician, which is herewith transmitted for a more elaborate statement 
in regard to the health and well being of the inmates, and the general 
sanitary condition of the prison than is herein given. 

Through the well-directed and untiring efforts of the officers of the 
prison, good discipline has been maintained and no serious disturbance 
has occurred. The officers have all had great experience in the lino of 
their duties, have become experts in handling and governing the crim- 
inal classes, and have invariably manifested a disposition to do their 
duty faithfully and kindly, and in harmony with the demands of justice 
and humanity. All classes of prisoners appreciate kind and humane 
treatment, and by such methods a prison becomes a reformatory. By 
the methods practiced in this institution I believe many who have been 
incarcerated here have been inclined from vice and crime to the plane ot 
reformation, and returned as good citizens to their famil\e,^*Ax^CjL^Yv^^^^^

Report of the physician to the jail. 

Hospital Department, United States Jail, 

Washington^ D. C, November 1, 1888. 

Sir : During the past j^ar we have had several cases of severe illness 
among the prisoners, but in the majority of cases the disease was de- 
veloped shortly after entrance, showing that illness was not due to any 
defect in the jail or its mauagemeul. The health of the prisoners has 
been generally good, with the exception of that large class of men and 
women whose previous habits are such as to cause illness in any situa- 
tion. 1 am glad to be able to state that we have not had more than one 
case of delirium tremens during the year. Formerly we were troubled 
with many such prisoners sufl'ering from this disease, requiring more 
care than all our other sick together. But two cases of opium habit 
have been reported, one a female — an old victim— whom we have had 
in the jail frequently during the last ten years. After she leaves the 
prison she begins with gin and in a short time the old habit is as bad 
if not worse than before. The other is the case of a young man who 
attributes his present trouble to the stupefying effects of opium, caus- 
ing him to commit a crime which now* he blushes to think of. There 
has been a great and long needed improvement in the way of ventila- 
tion. Since it has been completed the cells are more easily warmed, 
and suffering from intense heat and foul air is put an end to. The male 
department is all that can be desired. Its ventilation is perfect, the 
most scrupulous cleanliness is observed, and the greatest care exercised 
by the oihcers in charge, lor which they deserve the highest praise. 
The condition of things in the jail speaks for itself, and is the result of 
the long experience of yourself and the officers in the care and manage- 
ment of criminals. 1 do not sup))ose there is a prison in the world 
where the prisoners give less trouble, and it is attributable solely to 
the humane and judicious tpeatment you have so long and faithfully 
exercised. 

My thanks are due to the officers for their respect and obedience to 
my orders, and to yourself for the confidence and uriTailiug support you 
have given me in the discharge of my duties.

The worn and defaced condition of the exterior of the old part of the 
building is such that many repairs are required, and the whole needs 
repainting. 

The chimneys also require repairing, and in some cases new copings 
to them should be supplied. An estimate for the cost of the same has 
been submitted.
